EXPORTS OF ARTSILK MIXTURES. 

Provisional returns of -exports of artificial 
silk and cotton mixtures show that the total 
sent from Britain in July was 5,546,978 
square yards, compared with 4,963,132 square 
yards in June and 6,558,632 square fala in 
July, 1926. For the first seven months oí 
the year exports were 37,446,033 square 
yards, against 335,621,388 square yards in the 
corresponding period of 1926, The last month 
has witnessed a remarkable increase in de- 
mand from both Calcutta and Rangoon, but 
other Indian outlets are still poor. Brazil, 
Egypt, South Africa, New Zealand and 
Canada all show increases compared with 
June, and decreases are to be recorded: in 
Dutch East Indies, Central America, Colom- 
bia, Venezuela, British West Africa and 
Straits Settlements. The exports to China 
are still small, but show a slow, but steady 
increase,

MOND NICKEL FUTURE. 

Persistent rumours regarding absorption of 
the Mond Nickel Co. in the Imperial Chemi- 
cals combination have been in circulation, and 
in view @ the somewhat sensational move- 
ments in the value of the shares it might be well 
for the company to make some statement on 
the subject (says The Observer). At present 
there is nothing but rumour. Inquiries at 
the offices of the company elicit no informa- 
tion. It may well be that some at least of 
the recent. rise in value of the shares is due 
to purchases by those who look for a sub- 
stantial improvement in the position of the 
company as the result of the current aoe 
operation. In 1925, it will be remembered, 
the company was able to replace its 8 per 
cent. Debentures by an issue carrying only 
54 per cent. and to raise further capital in 
the form of 7 per cent. “A” Preference 
shares. That operation saved something like 
£50,000 a year in Debenture charges and 
placed over £800,000 at the disposal of the com- 
pany for development and extension purposes. 
Owing to the disturbed industrial situation 
in 1926 the full benefit of the new capital 
was not felt, but it should be responsible for 
additional earnings this year.

A VISIT TO A FIJI ISLAND. _ 


The writer has travelled in many lands, 
but has never seen anything quite so beauti- 
ful Taviuni. Other countries may have 
as magnificent scenery, but it is perfect in 
the minutest detail. The sea which sur- 
rounds it looks like a gigantic opal, paved 
with mauve, green and white coral. ‘ Sea- 
weeds of every imaginable colour wave in 
the transparent water, while small blue fish, 
and others of black and gold, no larger than 
wasps, dart incessantly to and fro.’

The 
flowers which we cultivate with such diffi- 
culty in our greenhouses—orchids, begonas, 
cacti, etc.—grow wild here in the most lavish 
rofusion, and are visited by enormous 
utterflies of every colour. 

The natives, Avho, sixty years ago, were 
cannibals, aré now a clean, gentle, kindly 
race. Many of them are Christians, and all 
have been influenced by Christianity. They 
live in ‘“ bourris’’ (houses made of cocoa- 
nut leaves), containing little furniture, 
except beds, formed of high piles of mats. 

The writer was fortunate in being present, 
by invitation, at the marriage of the Rata 
Lala, the last of the royal chiefs. 
generally dressed like an Englishman, but 
on $his occasion he wore a gown of white 
tapa (a vegetable substance). - —— His train, 
which was a quarter of a mile long, was 
held up by an immense number of 
attendants. 

His bride also wore a white tapa gown, 
but, as she was not of royal blood, she was 
not allowed a train. She had, however, 
some magnificent ,ewellery, and her hair was 

wd with gold. s tae Rata was a 

thodist, the Service in the church was 
simple, but afterwards a splend.d tanquet 
was served. Amongst ottier tytive dainties, 
a baked peacock, with perfect plumage, and 
huge outspread tail, appeared; and, in compli- 
ment to his English guests, an immense rice- 
pudding was previded. 

The funeral of a native chief is also an 
interesting ceremony. In the case of those 
who are not Christians, many of their 
treasures (canoes, etc.) are placed beside 
their graves. to help them in their future 
life. The bedies of all chiefs ae wrapped 
in most beautiful embroidered mats. which 
are only made for this purpose, their graves 
being lined with similar mats. A dru.k, 
made from ground cocoanut shells, is always 
served at funerals. It tastes exactly like 

egory powder, but the natives consider it 
oh a and would be very much hurt if 
anyone refused it. While this drinking is 
going on they clap their hands loudly “ for

health.” This is an invariable custom at al! 
funerals, whether Christian or not. Meat 
is almost unattainable at the Fiji Islands. 
Formerly, when the natives wished for some, 
they used to hide in high trees, and hurl 
huge stones on those below, and then feast 
on their dead bodies. Cannibalism has now, 
however, completely died out; it is at least 
sixty years since an instance of it occurred.

This will enrich 
the gravy, which is always a weak feature 
in stews made out of already cooked meat. 
Half-a-dozen chestnuts, with the inner and 
outer skins removed, may also be added with 
great advantage. 

A simple spice often overlooked is nutmeg. 
In Holland the white sauce for cauliflower is 
always flavoured with it. Another good dish 
is asparagus, accompanied by a creamy white 
sauce, a nutmeg and tiny grater being handed 
to each guest. 

Sweet dishes can be enhanced in all sorts 
of ways. 

Marshmallows are a great stand-by, as 
they can be used for decoration or incor- 
porated in the dish itself. 

One of the most effective touches for 
creams, cold soufflés, ice puddings, or added 
to whipped cream for sauce, is: crushed 


almond rock! It is simply delicious and not, 


a bit like anything else. 
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e whole secret of accomplishing house- 
work without fatigue can be put into one 
word—‘‘ rhythm.”’ 

Moving in a definite rhythm, according to 
the actions required by each particular task, 
will cause the muscles to act easily end with- 
ont strain—try it for yourself. Take an 
every-day task, such as polishing a table: do 
it in the old way without any thought of 
rhythmic movement, and then do it again, 
bringing the large muscles of the back into 
play as the arm sweeps round in a large 
circle, always with the same movement. Once 
catch the sense of rhythm (and this soon 
comes with practice), and you. will be 
astonished at the results. 

It is upon the exercise of the large muscles 
of the body that the secret of keeping muscu- 
larly fit throughout life depends. And men- 
tally fit, too! For the beneficial effect. of 
rhy:hm upon. the nervous system has been 
thoroughly proved. 

For rhythm brings poise and balance and 
banishes irritability and nervous tension; in 
fact, it is impossible. to fret and worry and 
do anything rhythmically at one and the same 
time. 

Provided that the objects are within easy 
reach, stretching up to shelves and ledges is 
also an excellent exercise, the body being 
stretched to its greatest height by rising on 
the toes and reaching upwards with the arms 
and body, keeping the head erect and taking 
a deep breath. The same exercise is obtdined 
by opening windows, hanging pictures, brush- 
ing down cobwebs, etc. 

When the whole body enters into the swing 
of the circular motion, scrubbing offers an 
excellent exercise for the large muscles of 
thigh, abdomen, and back; but here, again, 
the. movements must be practised until the 
right swirg has been obtained to accomplish 
its object. 

It is quite astonishing how the “swing 
action becomes a habit once it has been prac- 
tised, and once thé amazing saving of energy 
has been experienced it will eagerly be 
adopted. 

The muscle factor in housework has to. be 
studied from two aspects, however, to get the 
best results—not only must the generally 
unused muscles be properly exercised, but the 
over-used muscles must be given as much re- 
lief as possible. This is managed in various 
ways—one of the chief being the adjustment 
of the height of working surfaces. 


For successful rhythmic housework, the 
clothing must be loose, flexible, and 
thoroughly comfortable, without any restrict- 
ing bands or tight straps. An elastic band 
should take the place of a corset and gar- 
ments should hang trom the shoulders rather 
than the waist. w-heeled shoes are most 
essentia!, with broad toes and a straight in- 
side line. Much unnecessary fatigue is caused 
by wearing the wrong kind of shoes, which 
press on the nerves of the foot. 

A correct standing position keeps the body 
perpendicular to the ground and in a state 
of mvscular equilibrium and poise, which 
greatly reduceg fatigue. To obtain this 
position, the feet should point straight for- 
wal, a little apart, and should equally sup-

and the arms hang freely at the side. In 
such a’ posture, the body can be held in 
position without tire or strain, -

Sunday. 


A regatta—postponed from last Thurs- 
day on account of bad weather—wag held 
yesterday at Bray ; and, asa social. sign 
of’ the times, “the fact seems to have 
some significance, To-day, of course, the 
rigours of the ‘Puritan Sunday exist only 
in the memory of elderly people. The gospel 
of health and exercise has been received 
into a sort of partnership by the gospel of 
righteousness. Churches demand only a 
couple of attendances at public worship 
and are thankful if a single attendance 
is vouchsafed to them. Great Britain still 
discourages what we may describe as 
organised amusement on Sunday; there 
the citizens still take their Sunday 
pleasure as single spies, not in whole 
battalions. In Ireland—at any rate, in 


| Southern Ireland—opinion is more care- 


less or more liberal. Here Sunday is 
dedicated largely to the games of hurling 
and of Gaelic football. On several 
Sundays during the year excursion trains 
bring huge crowds to Dublin for some 
important “final” between counties. 
Sunday is also a recognised day for the 
holding of. athletic contests. Shall we see 
further developments of this invasion of 
the day of rest in the near future? Will 
other seaside towns decide to follow Bray’s 
example in the matter of Sunday 
regattas? The new sport of greyhound- 
racing—as some of its organisers will not 
fail to realise—probably would reap large 
profits from Sunday performances ; and, if 
our Irish Sunday learns. to tolerate grey- 
hound-racing, interested persons may urge 
the claims of Sunday horse-racing. 

The Free State is now an independent 
country. In England and Scotland the social 
tradition is Protestant; in Southern Ire- 
land it is Catholic, and already, as we 
have said, the difference of tradition is 
marked by a difference of attitude to the 
day of rest. Hitherto Southern Ireland’s 
observance of Sunday has been a mean 
between the custom of Great Britain and 
the custom of the Continent of Europe. 
She has permittéd many things contrary 
to the English usage—such as political 
meetings and certain forms of organised 
sport. She has frowned, however, upon 
the practice which, in France and Italy, 
keeps the shops, the theatres and, some- 
times, even the banks and factories open, 
and generally pursues the business of 
money-making from dawn to dark. It 
seems to us that, apart from some definite 
expression of the national will, the 
present equilibrium is not likely to 
continue. Political freedom, so far as we 
can judge, is tending to remove the Free 
State, socially and intellectually, from 
British influences and to bring her in- 
creasingly under the influence of conti- 
nental ways of thought and action. There- 
fore, we can foresee a gradual invasion of 
the existing amenities of the seventh day. 
Already Southern Irishmen organise 
Sunday games which involve the toil of 
many railway servants. The permission of 
money-making sports, such as greyhound- 
racing and horse-racing, would mean the 
introduction of the thin end of a wedge. 
There is no real distinction between profit. 
from dog-racing. and profit from 
merchandise. Once the tradition goes, we, 
or at least our children, may see a general

A ‘** Mechanised ” Force. 


On last Friday Salisbury Plain was the 
scene of the first public trials of what is 
known as the “mechanised force” of 
the British Army. It is difficult to 
realise the changes. that have been. 
wrought in army transport - since. 
the war. From the time of Alex- 
ander the Great until the Boer War 
there had been virtually no change. 
The horse was supreme. During the war, 
however, rapid strides were made in the 
organisation of motor transport, and the 
armoured car, plus the tank, revolu- 
tionised warfare, In the nine year: that 
have passed since the war a completely 
new system has been evolved. The prin- 
ciple of the armoured car and the tank 
has been extended to all forms of military 
transport, with the result that in the next 
war—if there should be another—the 
methods of 1914-1918 will be almost as 
antiquated as the methods. of Waterloo. 
Artillery transport has undergone the 
most striking changes. Almost any gun 
now can be carried on a vehicle which on 
the road runs on ordinary wheels, but 
can be taken across the most difficult 
country by means of “caterpillars.” This 
principle has been applied to every form 
of military transport. Tanks, which 
formerly were propelled by the “cater-; 
pijlar’’ system alone, now can dash along 
a road at thirty miles an hour. Armoured 


work in a few minutes, and whole 
battalions of troops can be moved up the 
line at an astonishing rate of speed. All 
this development of “ mechanised’’ trans- 
port has been brought about as a means 
of defence against hostile aircraft. Last 
Friday a long column of tanks, armoured 
cars and artillery vehicles was attacked 
by several flights of “gamecock” aero- 
planes, and it was discovered that even 
now the aircraft has an advantage over 
the most swiftly moving vehicles cn the 
ground. Much remains to be done before 
the process of “ mechanisation’’ will be 
perfect, but it is certain that in the army 
of the future the exposed infantry man 
will be unknown. ‘Every man will have 
his “tankette,’’ probably armed with a 
machine-gun. There will be no more 
dreary “treks’”” up the line from 
reserve; armoured cars will be able to 
take men through the most swampy 
country. Whether this “ mechanisation’”’ 
will tend to lessen or to increase human 
slaughter remains to be proved. Defence 
invites attack, and we have no doubt that 
the chemists and the physicists in their 
laboratories are preparing new terrors. 
War in the future, as in the past, will be 
waged in the last analysis by the 
individual soldier. Science may increase 
his weapons and his armour a hundred- 
fold, but finally battles will be won by 
stout hearts and strong arms. In the air, 
on land, on sea and beneath the waters 
the human factor remains supreme. Was 
always must be contests between men. 


Scotland’s Amenities. 


All lovers of beauty will welcome the 
appointment of a Royal Commission to 
inquire into problems of public amenity 
and artistic importance relating to Scot- 
land. This Commission has been estab- 
lished in order to save Scotland from the 
ravages of the vandal, and will concern 
itself chiefly with the preservation of the 
natural beauties of one of the loveliest 
countries in the world. Scotland, like 
England and most other countries, has 
suffered severely since the industria] re- 
volution. Industrialism has laid its ugly 
hands on some of the fairest districts be- 
yond the Tweed, with the result that parts 
of Scotland to-day are hideous eye-sores. 
Fortunately, the process has not yet 
reached the Highlands. The Grampian 
Hydro-Electric Bill scheme will bring 
certain changes to the landscape; but the 
people of Scotland have insisted that a 
clause shall be inserted in the bill making 
ample provision for the safeguarding of 
natural beauties. The new Commission 
will work in close contact with the Associa- 
tion for the Preservation of Rural Scot- 
land, which has annovner? that it has no 
sympathy with “cranks,’’ This hoy re- 
cognises that the march of a material 
civilisation makes demands which cannot 
be ignored; but it is determined that no 
avoidable damage shall mar the country- 
side. Nowadays every country suffers from 
commercial vandalism, Ireland was left 
virtually untouched by the era of the 
belching smoke-stack and the slag heap ; 
but even in this country the landscape is 
being disfigured by ugly advertisements 
and uglier buildings, The Scottish Associa- 
tion is being urged te take action in the

OBITUARY.

PROFESSOR J. R. LEEBODY. 

The death took place yesterday morning, 
at College avenue, Derry, of Professor John 
Robinson Leebody, M.A., D.Sc., the vener- 
able President of McCrea-Magee . College. 
Born in 1840, Professor Leebody was the 
second son of the late Rev. Henry Leebody, 
minister of Ballinderry, County Antrim, and 
was educated privately and at the Royal 
Belfast Academical Institution. He obtained 
First Science Scholarships at Queen’s College, 
Belfast, in 1859, and his M.A. ree, with 
high honours in mathematics, in 1865. He 
was appointed to the Chair of Mathematics 
and Physics in Magee College in 1865, and 
he <ubsequently devoted his life to the ad- 
vancement of knowledge, and did yeoman 
service, not only in the interests of the 
college, but also in the interests of national 
education generally. He always took a keen 
interest in sport, being closely associated 
with the work of the ~~ of Derry Boating 
Club in its early days. e.was also instru- 
mental in introducing golf into the North- 
West. From his hers pen there often came 
valuable and weighty contributions to 
roblems of science and religion, of public 
ealth, ‘and social welfare. Many of the 
educational movements in the city owe much 
to him in this respect—in some cases their 
existence. He was appointed President of 
Magee College in 1890. He has been pre- 
deceased by his wife, who died in 1911. He 
leaves two sons and two daughters. One of 
his sons is Mr. John Walshe Leebody, County 
Surveyor, County Fyrone, and the other is 
Colonel Henry Leebody, late Army Medical 
Service. His daughters are Miss Elizabeth 
Leebody and Mrs. Sneyd Taylor, London. 


THE REV. WILLIAM MITCHELL, 


The death occurred last night at Holywood, 
County Down, of the Rev. William Mitchell, 
M.A., in his 100th year. He was born near 
Markethill, goes Armagh, and educated in 
Glasgow and Edinburgh. He was Minister of 
Ballyblack Presbyterian Churclt from 1854 to 
1902. He retired in 1909 to live in Holy- 
wood. He celebrated his ruby wedding three 
years ago. His wife died in Febra of this 
year He leaves five sons and two daughters.

America, having succumbed to the “ Big 
Navy ’’Party, seems determined to press on 
with her large cruiser policy, etc. There 
are all the preliminaries; for a number 
of that class of warship is to be laid down 
as soon as possible. British Govern- 
ment e orders to mark time on the 
1927-28 construction programme of this 
country, pending the result of the abortive 
Geneva discussions, and the work still 
remains in abeyance. A start forthwith 
would be welcomed in both the, Royal and 
private yards, which are passing through 
a particularly bad time. France is hold- 
ing up construction, but for an entirely 
different reason. She sees the futility of 
possessing ships without the complements 
properly to man them, which position is 
a direct result of her one year conscrip- 
tion service. There is talk of reverting 
to the longer period, but any movement 
in that direction will be bitterly con- 
tested by the French nation. 


The Rhineland. 


Great Britain must shoulder some re- 
sponsibility in connection with the strength, 
of the Allied Army of Occupation in the 
Rhineland. The German Government and 
the German people both regard a sub- 
stantial reduction as being long overdue. 
A policy of restraint has been urged by 
Herr Stresemann in the expectation that 
an early decrease will be made. On the 


the strength of the Army of Occupation 
to the extent of only five thousand men 
has aroused criticism. A communication 
has been received from Paris, and is now 
receiving detailed consideration by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, who has submitted 
the military portions thereof to the War 
Office experts. One of the first tasks of 
Mr. Baldwin when he returns will be to 
confer with the Cabinet regarding the 
ssibility of bringing French and German 
ideas into line upon this delicate subject

Still more jdurnals are entering into th 
discussion started by the Morning Post 
concerning Mr. Lloyd George’s politics 
fund, and there is a general impressioy 
that the right hon. gentleman “will te 
forced to break silence on the subject 
before long. He is due to speak in Wales 
shortly, and possibly may take that oppcr- 
tunity of replying to his critics, all of 
whom have been rather severe on such a 
large sum of money being entirely in the 
disposal of one man. This fund is com- 
puted at between two and three millions, 
and represents rich men’s contributions 
to the party chest. There are no conceal! 
ments that a considerable proportion of 
the total has accumulated im connection 
with the bestowal of honours, a question- 
able method of “raising the wind,’’ but 
one to which all political parties hate 
resorted. Thanks to comparatively recent 
exposures and the effect which they have 
had on the public mind, traffic of that 
nature has received its quietus. 


Accidents. 


The two accidents recorded at the week- 
end, one on the sea and the other on land, 
might have resulted in appalling loss of 
life. Mercifully, no lives were lost. It 
was fortunate that the collision between 
the St. David and the St. Patrick occurred 
close inshore and that the sea was smooth ; 
otherwise a sad tale might have had to 
be related. Some 900 passengers were 
aboard the two vbssels, and there would 
have been a bad panic but for the prompt!- 
tude with which the ships’ officers acted. 
The other accident involved the Margate 
express from Charing Cross, which was 
packed with holiday-makers. From some 
at present unexplained cause the train, 
while travelling at a high rate of speed, 
was derailed. All ten coaches left the 
metals and badly tore up the permanent 
way for a considerable distance. Luckily 
none of them overturned. All the passengers 
escaped with a nasty fright, and got wet 
to the skin before arrangements could be 
made for passing them on to their destina 
tions. 


The Cotton Industry. 


A round-table conference of 
interest to the cotton industry is to meet 
as soon as possible in Manchester. It 
will be convened to settle the dispute 
between the Manchester Cotton Spinning 
Federation and the Yarn Association. Ti 
former represents the whcle of the cotton 
yarn industry, and the latter consists oi 
firms spinning American staple. The 
trouble, which has been voing on for some 
months, arose over the question of short 
time.

While extreme reserve is maintained in 
authoritative British quarters regarding the 
nature of the French reply to the British 
Notes on the subject of the reduction of the 
Allied forces in the Rhineland, Reuter s 
Agency learns from a trustworthy source that 
the French Government has proposed to 
reduce its troops in the Rhineland, which 
number about 65,000, by 5,000. At the 
same time, it would appear that the French 
Government would expect the British and 
Belzian Governments to withdraw a further 
total of 5,000 British and Belgian troops out 
of their total of 15,000. 

The French proposals are now under con- 
sideration by the British Government, and 
possibly they may be regarded as ae wy. 
a withdrawal of a disproportionate number o 
British and Belgian troops, in view of the 
fact that the total French forces in the Rhine- 
land outnumber the British and Belgian 
forces by some 40,000 men. ¢

The outgoing Irish mail steamer St. 
David, from Fishguard, with 600 
passengers on board, was in collision with 
the St. Patrick, with 300 passengers, 
which was making for Fishguard Harbour, 
early on Saturday morning. The St. 
David, which had left the harbour about 
ten minutes before, had the superstruc- 
ture under the bridge carried away by the 
force of the collision. 
' Shortly after 2 a.m. passengers on both 
ships were hurriedly brought on deck, and 
women and children, some of them only 
half-dressed, were takén to positions near 
the lifeboats. 

It was raining, and in the darkness it 
was at first difficult to discover the extent 
of the damage. After some minutes 
assurances were given that there was no 
danger, but, as a precautionary measure, 
lfiebelts were distributed, with the re- 
mark from members of the crew: “ You 
won't need them.”’ 

The St. David returned to Fishguard 
under her own steam, and her passengers 
were transferred to another ship, sailing 
for Ireland after considerable delay. The 
St. Patrick continued her course. with 
damaged bows. The vessels are sister 
ships of 2,450 tons gross.

Quarrels among Fascists and failure to 
obey the party leader’s orders have caused 
the expulsion from the Fascist Party of 
Emilio Settemelli, co-directer of the 
Fascist paper, mpero., 

The /mpero itself declared that it was 
no longer the organ of the Fascist 
organisations, while Settemellis adver- 
saries, Curzio Suckert and Telesio Inter- 
landi, editor of the Fascist newspaper, 
Tevere, were severely and publicly repri- 
manded. Suckert was also deposed from 
the presidency of the Fascist Alpine Uni- 
versity Students’ Club. Mario Carli, co- 
director of the newspaper, Impero, was 
reprimanded for polemics with Interlandi 
and Suckert, despite repeated warnings 
‘from the Secretary-General of the Fascist 
Party, Signor Turasti. 

The decisions, which practically disfran- 
chise four of the oldest Fascists and well- 
known newspaper men, has struck like a 
thunderbolt at the otherwise quiet poli- 
tical atmosphere of Rome. Jt puts an 
end, so far as the party is concerned, 
to a long series of personal attacks, 
accusations and defamations of character 
among the principals of a long feud, 
which began three years ago, when Inter- 
landi left the newspaper, Impero, to 
become the editor of T'evere. 

Signor Turati, in announcing his deci- 
sions, declares his intention of publishing 
the full text of the findings of the special 
committee that investigated the reciprocal 
charges.

Counsel for the defence has now asked 
the Government for a further respite for 
the two condemned men, and the United 
States Supreme Court at Washington is 
also being assailed, but even the defence 
lawyers ‘themselves realise that there is 
not one chance in a million that any of 
these pleas. will be granted. 

Sacco and Vanzetti will die on Monday 
at midnight unless almost impossible in- 
tervention occurs in the meantime. 

The defence has now turned towards 
Governor Fuller in a frantic attempt to 
secure a last-minute’ respite, but the 
Governor has made no answer to their 
plea. It is known that he is definitely 
opposed to any further postponement of 
the execution. 

Vanzetti’s sister visited him yesterday 
in the death cell. She embraced him 
tenderly, and then burst into tears. Van- 
zetti himself has become much calmer, and 
Sacco is also very quiet. 

The streets leading to the prison have 
been shut off, and all traffic is. prohibited 
in the vicinity of the jail. Extra guards 
have been placed about the walls and riot 
guns mounted on vantage points.

SHOTS END DISPUTE IN

DEMONSTRATION IN:

About twelve thousand people attended 
a demonstration in Hyde Park last night 
to protest against the execution of Sacco 
and Vanzetti.. Prominent Socialist and 
Communist speakers addressed the crowd 
from three platforms, but there were no 
signs of disorder. 

A large force of mounted police and 
several hundred policemen on foot were 
posted in the park and on its outskirts. 
In-an observation tent police officers were 
in direct communication with their head- 
quarters, Seventy members of the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade, including eight 
nurses, were encamped in the park, and 
with them were two surgeons. 

A remarkable feature of the crowd was

A CASE FOR INQUIRY. 
In an editorial. article The Times ob- 
serves:—In a letter recently published in 
these columns, Mr. William Graham com- 
mented on the present Imost acute character 
of the controversy regarding road and rail 
transport, and insisted upon the consequent 


whole subject. As time passes, the need for 
such an inquiry becomes more and more ap- 
parent. ; 

The broad contention of the railway com- 
panies is that, subject to the same restric- 
tions as apply to other road-users, they 
should be empowered generally to operate 
road services, and have the right to enter 
into agreements with and subscribe to road 
transport 'undertakings.At present they are 
undoubtedly handicapped by their being able 
to run road services only when they form a 
complementary part of a railway journey 
either of passengers or of goods. Should 
they seek and be granted these extra powers, 
it is obvious that the rival industry on the 
roads is far too firmly established for there 
to be any fear of the creation of a railway 
monopoly. But, in any case, these and all 
other questions which arise would form the 
subject of the inquiry which Mr, Graham 
suggests. The railway companies them- 
selves are definitely of the opinion 
that closer co-operation between rail and 
road transport is essential to development 
of the transport requirements of the country 
on a sound economic basis. Ifthe problem 's 
left. to settle itself, it is by no means unlikely 
that the congestion of the roads, due to the 
rapidly increasing numbers of commercial and 
private motor vehicles, may end in driving a 
large. volume both of goode and passengers 
back to the railways. This, however, though 
it might tend to restore the equilibrium, 
would be a poor sort of solution, and would, 
obviously, not put a stop to the present 
waste. 
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CANADIAN FARMS FOR 
BRITISH FAMILIES. 


SETTLEMENT SCHEME IN 
| NEW BRUNSWICK. 


An agreement. between the British Govern- 
ment, the Canadian Government and the 
Provincial Government of New Brunswick, to 
co-operate in the settlement of British 
families as independent farmers in New 
Brunswick, has just been completed. 

It will come into force on March 1, 1928, 
and will operate for six years During this 
period it is intended to place 500 families on 
improved farms which willhave been acquired 
by the Provincial Government after approval 
by the Canadian Government. Money needed 
to purchase stock and equipment up to a 
maximum of for any one farm will be 
advanced by the British Government, and 
these advances, plus the cost of the farms, 
will be repaid by the settlers over a period of 
twenty-five years, with interest at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum. 

he Dominion Government will undertake 
the selection of families for the scheme 
through the Department of Immigration and 
Colonisation in London. On the arrival of 
the families in New Brunswick, the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments will work 
together in placing them on the farms chosen, 
giving advice and help, and generally doing 
everything possible to ensure the comfort and 
success of the settlers: Where. necessary, 
newcomers will be placed in employment. with 
established farmers in order that experience 
of new methods’ and conditions may be 
gained. 


TRAVELLING FACILITIES. 


Families who are accepted under.the new 


| Agreement will be enabled to travel at re- 


duced passage rates from the port of 
embarkation to Halifax or St. John. At pre- 
sent these rates are £2 for adults, and 
a under 17 years of age travel free of 
cost. 

While closely following the 3,000 families 
scheme, instituted in 1924, which promises so 
well, there is one modification in this new 
scheme to which considerable importance is 
attached. It is that here, for the first time, 
the Government of the Province in which the 
settlement will take place is co-operating 
directly with the Dominion and Provincial 
Government in the provision of settlement 
facilities. Hitherto the responsibility in 
Canada has rested solely with the Dominion 
Government. 

The opportunities which New Brunswick 
offers to the farmer-settler have long been 
recognised, and it is believed that the scheme 
outlined above will attract the right type 
of British family to the Maritime Provinces 
of Canada.

MESSRS RARING’S CONTRACT 
REVISED.

LISBON, By Mail. 

The Minister of Finance announces that the 
Government has decided to revise the coutract 
with Messrs. Baring Brothers, Ltd., if the 
sense of eliminating the clause giving that 
firm the exclusive privilege of representing 
and conducting negotiations on behalf of the 
Portuguese Treasury. It is added that another 
contract, on.the same basis as the revised 
contract with Messrs, Baring Brothers, has 
been signed with the Midland Bank. 

In a statement to the Cabinet explaining 
the results of the change, the Minister of 
Finance said that under the old contract with 
Messrs. Baring Brothers, which has existed 
since June, 1910, that firm had the mongpoly 
of dealings with the Portuguese Treaéury, 
paying for ier deposits credit interest of 

per cent., the Treasury paying them com- 
mission of 4 per cent. on the total amount of 
the debit balance of the account. All Treasury 
receipts, from different sources and in 
different currencies, were converted into 
sterling by the bankers at the date of entry 
into their booke, which caused a double loss 
to the Treasury—firstly, owing to the vaca- 
tions in quotations of these currencies in 
relation to the pound sterling ; and; secondly, 


other currencies, in accordance with the needs 
of Treasury payments outside England made 
by Messrs. Baring Brothers. 

As stated above, by the new contract with 
Messrs. Baring Brothers the monopoly clause 
is cut out, the Portuguese Government having 
the right to deal with any other banking 
establishment in London. e credit interest 
will be the same as the official bankers’ 
short deposit rate, which will be more 
advantageous for the Treasury. On the debit

RIOTS IN THE UKRAINE. 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Sunday. 

Although a fair harvest is expected, and 
the Soviet Government plans to export 
much more grain during the coming 
winter, economic conditions within Russia 
are continually growing worse, according 
to reports of travellers arriving at Riga. 
Private trade is again being suppressed, 
and many Government subsidised factories 
are closing down. 

The number of unemployed is at present 
two millions, an increase of half a million 
during the past two months. Strikes and 
demonstrations are reported to be occur- 
ring in all the industrial centres, while 
Trotsky, Zinovief, Radek and other leaders 
of the opposition group are inciting the 
workers, Soviets and the Communists 
against thé Stalin Cabinet. 


THE UNEASY UKRAINE. 

The situation in the Ukraine is reported 
to be especially serious, as the Cheka is 
combating there three well-organised 
groups, which are attempting to over- 
throw the Government. The Ukrainian 
separatist movement, which aims to estab- 
lish an independent Ukrainian Republic, 
1s very powerful, while small groups of 
White Russians are spreading quantities 
of anti-Semitic literature amongst the 
population, who have killed three hundred 
local Communist officials during the past 
month in the Odessa, Kief, Harkov and 
Minsk districts. 

Adherents of the Trotsky and Zinovief 
Opposition groups at Moscow are agitating 
among the Ukrainian workers to depose 
Stalin, and many demonstrations, result- 
ing in riots, have been staged at Odessa, 
Kief, and Harkov during thé past week. 


COMING CRISIS. 

A well-known diplomat stationed at 
Moscow informs me that the fight within 
the ranks of the Communist party is more 
serious than the outside world believes, 
and the Moscow foreign colony anticipates 
that the crisis will come to a head in the 
latter part of October or November..

“ EXPENSES” FOR AMATEURS. 

When alluding to these pseudo-amateurs are 
we not hitting the nail on the head when 
we say that many sports-promoting bodies— 
some, In our own country—have for years 
exploited famous amateurs by offering them 
considerable financia! inducements (by way of 
‘‘expenses’’) to ‘“‘compete’’ at their. meetings 
sc as to draw big “‘gates’’? Did we not hear 
of German amateur athletes having been 
“invited ” to come here,to attract the crowd, 
and of the “ big disappointment’ which was 
caused by their refusal to come for a less 
sum ('' expenses ”) than that approximating 
to four hundred pounds? Are we not aware 
that one noted amateur athlete when 
‘Snvited ” to run at one of our meetings 
stipulated that he should receive a percentage 
of the “ gate We do not include im this 
category, of course,.such clubs as the Achilles 
—but Achilles represents the finest and the 
best type of British amateur. 

No one can cavil at any athlete who places 
a money value on his services. He is en- 
titled to do so, and to make what he can 
out of his abilities. Thousands of profes- 
sionals are most excellent sportsmen—we 
have them in cricket, Association football, 
golf, etc. But these men do not pose as 
amateurs, and we admire them as profes- 
sionals, and for the good they are to the 
games they play. 

It has been written for the enlightenment 
of Irishmen interested jn the subject that the 
humble tiller of the soil who becomes pro-

ficient at, athletics—so proficient that he is | 


deemed worthy to represent, this country at 
the Olympic ” IRech or in representative con- 
tests—is entitled to his “broken time ” 
(wages) while he is away fighting his coun- 
try’s battles in the athletic arena, for the 


‘reason that he cannot afford to leave his 


plough or his mower for the mere honour 

of representing Ireland in the games or in 

internationals. That may be true. : 
A CLEAR ISSUE, 

But no athlete in any country is at liberty, 
under the strict rules governing amateur 
sport, to accept money for his services to his 
country or a club and remain an amateur. 
It must, be one, thing or the other—amateur- 
ism or professionalism—in sport. 

If Ireland, in this crisis, desires profes- 
sionalism in athletics, the presence of the 
bookmaker on our athletic enclosures, and 
all that that would mean, well and good, 
On the other hand, if the N.A.C.A. should 
decide otherwise, it will be its duty to give 
all the support it can to countries like Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales, who are deter- 
mined to see to it that amateurs abide by 
the amateur rules in the spirit as well as the 
letter, and that sports promoting bodies in 
future do likewise.

MOTORING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—I am mere:y an Irishman, with not a 
single interest in this letter except to point 
out to English and Scots what a glorious 
holiday they are missing when they go to 
the Continent instead of Ireland for their 
holiday. 1am sure that it is simply because 
they do not know, and it is because of this 
that I ask yuo to consider this offer. If 
you will print this letter, mark my letter 
with blue pencil, and post one hundred 
copies of your paper to one hundred of the 

rincipal papers in England, Scotland and 

Vales, I will thankfully pay the bill. I am 
sure the English papers will gladly reprint 
all or parts of it, if only to suggest to their 
readers a better and cheaper holiday. 

‘There are some dozen really first-class 
hotels here, where you can pay and get as 
good accommodation as in any other country ; 
but there are others where you wil] get 
really good accommodation, as you will on 
the Continent, at half the price. Here is 
one copied from the bill which is before 
me :—April 22nd. Bacon and eggs (because 
I was too later for dinner), 2s. 6d.; bed- 
room, 3s.; breakfast, 2s. There was no 
charge for attendance, bath, and a splendid 
fire in my bedroom, and, of course, there was 
also a fire in the sittingroom, and everything 
was most clean. This hotel bill was when 
Í came over to see some furnished houses. 
I found I settled everything for crossing by 
paying two visits to the ‘‘ A.A.’’ in London— 
one to state what I wanted and the other 
to sign some papers. I found the Customs 
at Rosslare most obliging, and, though my 
58 h.p. limousine was stuffed with trunks, 
boxes and, alas! hat boxes (for my wife), 
they took my word and passed all, only 
asking me to open one suit case. 

Now comes the part that will make my 
friends’ mouths water. I have motored 
round Ireland several times before the war, 
aud J] can find my way from Penzance to 
Inverness without asking the way. In fact, 
I have been motoring for some twenty-six 
years, but 1 have never enjoyed it so much 
as | have during the past three menthe. 
lí I meet, say, four motors cars in five or 
six miles, [ am not saying too many; and 
ohne of the reasons for writing this letter 
is that, after a run of fifty miles, I feel 
rather ashamed of myself—keeping all this 
dark to myself when I know from bitter 
experience what my motor friends must be 
suffering on the Continent. 

The people are as kind and obliging as 
one can wish, and are evidently longing to 
welcome as many as will come. Last, but 
certaintly not least, the roads are wonder- 
fully.good. I will guarantee that on my road, 
which is from Enniscorthy to Dublin, the 
whole road of seventy-seven miles is just 
as good as the average main road in England. 
Where secondary soads are, the contractors 
are going ahead as fast as they can. One 
very curious thing I have found is that the 
third roads are in capital condition, and as 
there is so little traffic one can go for 
miles through beautiful, wild country with- 
out the fear of meeting some enormous char-a- 
bane. If by any chance you do meet a 
farmer’s cart, he is only too willing to help 
in every possible way to let you past. The 
whole thing of motoring over here is so 
novel, so safe and so cheap that I do not 
like to say more. | will gladly answer any 
letters that you may forward to me, as far 
as I am able.—Yours, etc.,

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S SPEECH. 

A guard of honour, firing party and bugles 
and drums from the Ist irish-speaking Bat- 
talion, was stationed facing the Cenotaph 
under Lieutenant Sean O'Connor, who gave 
all the words of command in Irish... When 
the Governor-General, President Cosgrave 
and party arrived,-the general salute was 
eee while all present stood up. The 
oration was then delivered by - President 
Cosgrave, who said :— 

This is the fifth time we have gathered 
round this Cenotaph to honour the memory 
of Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins, the 
co-founders of Saorstat Eireann—two of the 
greatest men ‘of our race. 

On this fifth anniversary we meet again 
under the. shadow of a calamity” as. heart- 
breaking and as poignant. as those which 
brought us here for the first time. 

Little did any of us think last year that, 
before this day returned, another of our 
nation’s noble intellects would be extin- 
guished; another of our nation’s great ones 
would have his life-story brought to an early 
and tragic close. 

To-day it is our dee 
our remembrance the 
O'Higgins. 

It is fitting that we should pause in our 
work once a. year and meet at this place 
to commemorate the founders of our State, 
and in doing so to renew our faith in our 
country’s. glory and destin 
tion of the lives of those héroic men... For 
their lives are an inspiring message to us 
who are left to carry on the 
Griffith 
that must ve for ever linked together. in 
the minds of our people. Each had his in- 
dividuality-:of character, témperament™ and 
outlook, -but both were alike in great im- 
perishable things that prevent us from think- 
ing Of them separately. Each was. the’ com- 
plemment of the other. 

STURDY FORTITUDE. 

A Divine Providence destined that these 
two remarkable men should be, in the most 
important periods of their lives, contem- 
oraries. fe cannot think of our new 
reland, vibrant with new life and new hope, 
full of faith born of responsibility in her 
destiny—we cannot think of this new Ireland 
without instinctively thinking ef Arthur 
Griffith. And we cannot think of Arthur 
Griffith without thinking of Michael Collins. 

Griffith. gaily lived a life of poverty ‘and 
sacrifice supported by his intense faith in his 
own people and his intense conviction of their 
ultimate. triumph. a

LIVERPOOL’S. CIVIC 
WEEK.

GREAT AIR PAGEANT. 


The Lord Mayor of Liverpool has received 
a letter from the Ministry of Air assuring him 
of the cordial co-operation of the Royal Air 
Force in the great air pageant which is to 
form an outstanding feature of the Liverpool 
Civic Week on September 24th. The site of 
the aviation meeting will be at Hooton Park. 
within an easy access of Liverpool, Birken- 
head, and all parts of the Wirral. Hooton 
Park was used as an aerodrome during the 
war, and is also noted as a famous polo 
centre. The air regulations forbid the racing 
of aeroplanes over towns and cities as being 
dangerous both to the airmen and to the 
populace underneath. 

The Air League of the British Empire, 
through the secretary, Brig.-General P. R. C. 
Groves, has offered to ‘participate in the 
meeting and, among other things, to charter 
a great three- engined air liner to bring a 
party of distinguished visitors and aviators 
from London to Liverpool. This particular 
aeroplane is the largest commercial British 
passenger-carrying machine in existence, and 
it is the wish of the Air League that the 
citizens of Liverpool should have an oppor- 
tunity, not only of seeing the latest develup- 
ments in aircraft of this description, ‘but of 
experiencing at first hand some of the sensa- 
tions of air travel. The League, as well as 
the promoters of the Air Pageant, are anxious 
that the public should become as familiar 

with travel by air as travel by road, rail or 
water. 

200 MILES AN HOUR MACHINE. 

A machine which is. coming from the De 
Havilland Aircraft Company is known as the 
“Tiger Moth,” which, although it has an 
engine of only 100 h.p., is capable of a speed 
of nearly 200 miles an hour. It will be fiown 
by Captain H. S. Broad, the famous pilot, 
and winner of many air races. 

An attempt is being made to arrange for 
a demonstration of the utility of aeroplanes 
In linking up with Liverpool's ocean pas-

senger services. The details of this are being ' 


worked out. 

The Flying Meeting will be the most im- 
portant of its kind in the country from the 
competitive point of view. Six races 
have been arranged, three of them over a 
course of thirty miles round the Wirral penin- 
sula, with Chester as a turning point, the 
start and the finish of the races being at 
Hooton Aerodrome. Three of the races will 
be over a short course of ten miles, 
and another competition will be for 
Sir Charles Wakefield’s trophy for the 
most skilful landing. These races should pro- 
vide a very exciting spectacle, as pilots rarely 
fly more than a hundred feet from the ground 
when competing over a short course. 

The sight of aeroplanes roaring past at a 
speed of anything up to two hundred miles an 
hour at the height of the average church 
tower Is a thrilling experience for an on- 
looker. 

The public will be accommodated at Hooton 
on a slope which rises from the actual flying 
ground, and from any part of the aerodrome 
an uninterrupted view of all the events can 
be had. There is room for 100,000 people 
on one side of the ground alone.

ENGLAND. 
Faraor 
LIVE STOCK INCREASING. 


The acreage under all crops and grass on 
agricultural holdings exceeding one acre in 
extent in England and W ales, as returned by 
occupiers on June 4th last, shows a reduction 
of 87,000 acres as compared with 1926. 
Owing, however, to the fact that 62,000 acres 
more land has been classified as rough 
grazings, the total area of land coming within 
the scope of the returns shows a decrease on 
the year of only 25,000 acres. Arable land 
was still further reduced by 238,000 acres 
as compared with the previous year, and is 
now practically 690,000 acres less than in 
1914. The area of wheat shows a fairly con- 
siderable increase, most of the counties, 


“ptm on the eastern side of the country, | 


having added to the area under this crop. 
BARLEY GOING DOWN. 

Although the area under barley in 1926 
was the lowest recorded, there was a further 
sharp reduction this year. The oats acreage 
shows an appreciable decline, in which nearly 

every county in England and Wales partict- 
pated. The total area under beans is consider- 
ably less than in 1926, and the area under peas. 
although showing only a slight reduction, ‘Is, 
with the exception of 1916, the smallest 
recorded. The potato area this year shows a 
further small addition; most counties show 
an increase; but in the Isle of Ely and 
Huntingdon there was a decreuse of about 10 
per cent. 

SUGAR BEET. 

A further very substantial increase’ of 
95,000 acres in the acreage of sugar beet was 
recorded this year; the counties with the 
largest increase are Norfolk, Suffolk, Lincbln- 
shire, Yorkshire and Shropshire. Fodder 
roots have been further reduced in nearby all 
counties of England and Wales, the mangold 
area showing a relatively sharper decline 
than the area of turnips ‘ and 
swedes. There was a decline in 
the total area under clover and rotation grasses, 
though there was a slight increase in the area 
of *‘seeds’’ hay. The area of meadow hay 
was reduced. 

CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

The total number of cattle shows an in- 
crease of 21,900 over the '“record ” figure of 
last year. The increases are chiefly’ in the 
North of England and in Wales, while most 
counties un the eastern side of the country 
and the south show reductions. The num- 
bers of calving heifers and cattle under one 
year old were slightly reduced. A further 
increase is seed | in the number of sheep, 
but the rate of increase is much smaller than 
in the previous four. years and, apart from 
the North of England and Wales, most 
counties show reductions. 

PIGS. 

There was a sharp increase in the number 
of pigs on agricultural holdings, and the de- 
crease of last. yetr has been more than wiped 
out. Every county of England and Wales 
shows increases both in the number of breed. 
ing sows and in other pigs. The addition to 
the numbers in the former category was 
relatively sharper than in the latter, an indi- 
cation that breeding was probably still being 
increased when the returns were collected at 
the beginning of June. 

The number of horses on agricultural hold- 
ings shows a further reduction ‘this year, but 
it should be noted that the decline in breed- 
ing has been nearly stopped. .
